Guests of 36 Littlestown families 
over the weekend were 34 foreign 
exchange students, their chaper­ 
ones and bus driver who arrived 
Friday afternoon at 3:15 o’clock 
an<? left Sunday morning at 8:30 
o’ciock. 
The group is on a tour of Amer­ 
ican communities as a windup of 
a school year spent in the Erie 
area. Their next stop is Schnec- 
tady, N. Y. 
The students toured the Gettys­ 
burg Battlefield Saturday. 


Pickett's Charge Is Re-enacted Here Before 
8.000 Spectators Sunday Afternoon; Final 
Exercise Of Battle Of Gettysburg Observance 


Before an estimated 8.000 spec­ 
tators, “Pickett’s men’’ 
again 
advanced on the stone wall at the 
“Angle" Sunday afternoon and 
sent the Union Forces reeling 
back briefly 
before the Con­ 
federate charge failed and fell 
back. 
Approximately 300 
men took 
part in the “charge" Sunday at 
3:45 o’clock in a re-enactment 
staged under sponsorship of the 
Gettysburg Civil War Round Table 
and the Gettysburg Travel Coun­ 
cil as the closing event of the 
observance of the 96th Anniver­ 
sary of the Battle of Gettysburg. 
Participating in the 
Charge 
were 
members 
of 
North-South 
Skirmish Association units from 
New York. Virginia, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, and members of 
the local Howitzer Company of 
the Pennsylvania National Guard. 
Scouts Also Servo 
Repelling the Confederate charge 
were units of the North-South 
Skirmish from Pittsburgh, Phila­ 
delphia, 
New 
York 
City 
and 
Company K of Gettysburg and 
members of the Sons of Union 
Veterans from Gettysburg, Car­ 
lisle, Harrisburg, New 
Oxford. 
Duncannon and other sections of 
Pennsylvania and New York. A 
few Gettysburg College students 
and local men 
also fought as 
Union troops for the occasion. 
Dr. Robert Bloom, professor of 
history 
at 
Gettysburg 
College, 
was the narrator. 
Spectators arrived before noon 
to witness the pageant which be­ 
gan at 3 o’clock. Boy Scouts and 
Explorers held the crowd in check 
behind 2,300 feet of rope extend­ 
ing from the stone wall below 
the High Water mark to the ave­ 
nue and then along Hancock Ave­ 
nue to the Meade statue. Other 
spectators lined the stone wall 
and wooden fence from Hancock 
Avenue to the Emmitsburg Rd. 
along the north side of the area 
where the re-enactment was to 
take place. Other hundreds lined 
the fence along the Emmitsburg 
Rd. west of the re-enactment. 


High School Bandi Plays 
Approximately 200 were at the 
North Carolina marker on W\ Con­ 
federate Ave. watching the firing 
of the Confederate cannon there 
and using binoculars to observe 
the proceedings at the Angle. 
The program opened with the 
playing of a march by the Get­ 
tysburg High School Band under 
the direction of Robert Zeigler. 
During Dr. Bloom s narration of 
the events preceding the charge, 
the band played “Dixie," honor­ 
ing the south, and the “ Battle 
Hymn of the Republic," honoring 
the North. 
As occurred 96 years ago, the 
charge was signaled by the fir­ 
ing of a gun from the Confederate 
side. Then followed a bombard­ 
ment by the Confederates and 
return bombardment by the Un­ 
ion cannon at the Angle. 
Flag Salute 
When the Union cannonading 
stopped, the Confederates, lined 
along the fence at the Emmitsburg 
Rd., began their slow march, while 
firing, against the stone wall ar 
the angle. Union forces west of 
the stone wall were driven out, 
with their wounded, and fell back 
over the wall. The Union troops 
at the w'all fired in an attempt to 
stave off the Confederates. As 
trumpets blasted the “charge,* 
the “rebel yell" arose and the 
Confederates charged over the 
wall, driving back the Union force* 
They reached the line of Union 
cannon and then fell back. 
Instead of falling back to W. 
Confederate Ave, as occurred 96 
years ago, the Confederates took 
up position on the south side of 
the Angle while the northern forces 
lined on the north side. The Amer­ 
ican Legion Color Guard brought 
the American flag to the 75-foot 
flagpole in the Angle, and as the 
band played the “Star Spangled 
Banner," the American flag rose 
to the salutes of both “Confed­ 
erate” and “Union," representing 
the reuniting of the country aft­ 
er the Civil War. Recitation of 
the prayer given here in 1965 by 
Rev. Joseph Wittkofski, Pennsyl­ 
vania department chaplain at the 
American Legion National Vet­ 
erans Day observance that year, 
and “Taps’* concluded the pro­ 
gram. 
Control action in tile re-enact­ 
ment was held by Dr. Bloom who 
signaled through “walkie talkies" 
provided by the National Guard 
and the Gettysburg Fire Depart­ 
ment to men with “ walkie talkies" 
at various spots to alert units to 
begin their activities. 
The Gettysburg fire department

crew 
treated 
four 
women win) fainted during the ob­ 
servance. 
Black powder was used in the 
muskets. Smoke pots sent a haze 
across the troops as tney ad­ 
vanced, to add realism to th« 
scene.

Camp of the Sons of Union Vet­ 
erans. 
More than 
IOO tourists 
halted during the guard mount 
to take pictures of the group and 
watch the men in Civil War garb 
rn aching there. 
Friday evening the story of the 
14th Connecticut was told at its 
marker dedicated 75 years ago 
along Hancock Ave., near the 
Angle. One hundred of the sur­ 
vivors (rf the 14th Connecticut 
were present 75 years ago when 
the marker was placed. The unit 
| formed 
at 
Bridgeport, 
Conn., 
i August 25, 1862, fought at Antie- 
tam, Fredericksburg, Gettysburg 
i and 34 other battles of the Civil 
| War. It began with 1,015 members, 
was down to 160 when it reached 
Gettysburg and 64 of that number 
were casualties here. The unit 
captured the Bliss House on the 
morning of July 3, 
1863, an., 
then burned it on orders before 
returning to the Union lines. It 
helped 
repel 
Pickektt’s charge 
and captured five battle flags and 
more than 200 Confederate prison­ 
ers during the charge.
